LONDON, Aug.2 1-—The ‘imperial 
preference goes into effect on Sept- 
The commissioners of cus- 
toms have issued a list of articles pro- 
duced in the British Empire to which 
preferential rates are applicable as 
follows:

OTTAWA, Aug. 21 Enquiries con- 
cerning the fixing of a price of $1.80 
per bushel for Canadian wheat by the 
British wheat commission, are still 
reaching Ottawa, but the explanation 
of W. Sanford Evans, given in an in- 
terview last night in Winnipeg, is 
borne out by Sir George Foster, act- 
ing prime minister and minister of 
trade and commerce 

Sir George said tonight 

“Insofar as I have any knowledge 
of the fixing of a price of $1.80 per 


bushel for Canadian wheat by the 
British wheat commission, it is en- 
tirely a matter of internal arrange- 


ment by the British government... 

“Por the past two years the British 
government has been buying the 
whole of the wheat imported and re- 
selling the grain to the Brititsh mill- 
ers. Now, with the idea of giving the 
public a ninepenny loaf, it 
decided to sell Canadian wheat to the 
miller for $1.80 per bushel, and the 
jtish trensury will hear the coat oT 
the additional sum, which must be 
paid in buying wheat to be imported 
to Britain.” 

In regard to the payment of an in- 
itlal price of $2.15 per bushel for 
wheat to the Canadian farmers by 
the Canadian wheat board, the order- 
| in-council governing this operation 
fixes in detail the following prices ac- 
cording to grades and localities:

LESSON 71—BASE RUNNING— 
DRAWING THROWS. 

There is one feature of base run- 
ning which was popular and very 
jsugcessful during the days of develop- 
ment sof the national sport which 
\has fallen into disuse. The reason 
‘tor the fpractioal abanktonment —® 
this syytem of gaining ground on the 
pases appears so be /Khat 
players, especially in the major lea- 
gues, have to a great extent sacrificed 
their individuality through constantly 
permitting the manager to do all the 
thinking and to assume all the re- 
sponwibility. 


The system 0 
jhind the runner and etealing the next 


base by beating the relayed throw is 
a consistent one and to the clever 
player who possesses epeed, it fre- 
|quently is safer than to attempt a 
|gtraight steal of the next base. 
The runner on first, if he is clever 
at jockeying with pitchers and eliding 
back to the bag, can work the play 
successfully in many instances. 
His effort should be to continue 
jockeying with the piteher, slways 
jaliding back to the ‘base, until he 
figures that the catcher will join the 
effort.

There was an impressive ceremony | 
at Westminster Abbey a few days 
ago when Bishop Kyle,dean of West- 
minster, dedicated and unveiled a 
memorial window im the nave to 
Lord Sirathcona, under whose direc~ 
tion the Canadian Pacific Railway | 
across the continent wes completed 
in 1885. 

The window represents Richard 
II, hearing mass in the Abbey be-| 
fore meeting Wat Tyler, and the} 
scene at Smithfield after the death | 
of Wat Tyler, Underneath the | 
tablet, which is held by angels, is/| 
inscribed: “In memoriam, Baron 
Strathcona and Mount Royal, a 
great. Canadian Imperialist and! 
philanthropist. Born 1820, died 1914.” 

The tablet is decorated with the 
shields and arms of Canada, the Hud- 
son Bay Co., Manitoba, Quebec, Mc- 
Gill and Aberdeen universities, and 
regimental badges of Strathcona’s 
Horse and the Liverpool Scottish, 

The memorial was subscribed for 
by resident admirers in Dngland, the 
movement being imaugurated in 
April, 1914, The committee includ- 
ed former Premier Asquith, Andrew 
Bonar Law, Viscount Northcliffe, 
Lord Aberdeen and Lord Pirrie. 

The unveiling ceremony recalls the 
wonderful career of Lord Strathcona, 
Ap article in the London Financial 
Mai! tells a story: 

From Errand boy to Governor of a} 
Colony. 

When, in the year 1837, young 
Dorald Smith, saddler’s son and ex-' 
errand boy, turned his back on his 
native Scotland to ‘seek fortune 
across the Atlantic, he little dreamt 
that one day he would return to bis) 
native baunts a Peer of the Realm 
and a man of many millions, Two 
months later the gaunt, red-haired | 
Scottish lad presented himself before 
the Governor of the Hudson's Bay| 
Company to offer his services, “Send 
him to Labrador,” was the prompt 
and gruff sentence of the king of the| 


| his career his 


fur trade on the uncouth young Scots- 
man; and to that frozen land of exile, 
over a thousand miles of snowy 
wastes, Donald Smith was dispatched 
forthwith, In this terrible land, com- 
pared with which even parts of Si- 
beria would have been enviable, he 
toiled and suffered untold hardships 
for nearly thirty years, making long 
and hazardous journeys into the in- 
terior on snow-shoes or by canoe,| 
bartering for furs with the native) 
Indians and Esquimaux; counting, | 
trimming, pressing and packing the| 
skins, and sending them away to 
distant Montreal, In time his inde-| 
fatigable industry, his shrewdness, | 
tact, and honesty told their tale. | 
“We knew,” said one of his superiors | 
many years later, “we had a remark- 
able servant out there in the back- 
woods.” And from one step he was 
advanced to another, until, when he 
was approaching middle-age, the 
industrious Scotsman found him- 
self Governor of the Colony he 
had served so long and so faithful- 


ly. 
The Canadian Pacific Railway 
Pioneers. 

He had now become a men of note, 
with the ball of fortune at his feet; 
and the rare gifts of diplomacy he 
exhibited in putting an end to the 
Red River rebellion, confirmed his 
position as oae of the really great 
men of Canada, From this stage of 
progress towards 
riches, was rapid and easy. His brite | 
liant gifts as financier and adminis~ 
trator led to bis appointment to the) 
Presidency of the Bank of Montres 
He conceived the idea of linking ts 
Atlantic with the Pacific, and the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, after sur- | 
mounting incredible difficulties was | 
an accomplished fact. Sixty years | 
after Donald Smith had crossed the 
Atlantic in the steerage of a sailing 
vessel, he returned with his staff 
of secretaries and his retinue of ser- 
vants as the “Right Honerabie Baron 


Strathcona and Mount Royal, of 
Glencoe, G.C.M.G.,” laden with hon- 
ors as with yeara, and a millionaire 
several times over, 

Donald Smith had not long been 
on his “quest for the golden fleece” 
when his cousin, George Stephen, a 
Highland herd-boy, took it into his 
heed tofollow in his footsteps, Leav- 
ing his flocks and herds, he first 
drifted to Aberdeen to learn the ele- 
ments of business behind a draper's 
counter, where for four years he sold 
tape and pins to the ladies of the 
“granite city.” But all the time the 
call of the West was in his ears; 
and when 1850 came he could resist 
it no longer, He, too, crossed the At. 
lantic a# Donald had done thirteen 
years earlier, and spent three years 
in the dry-goods store of his cousii, 
William Stephen, at the end of which 
time he was promoted to a partner- 
ship, When William died in 1862, 
George took the reins into his own 
hands; and by adding cloth manu- 
facture to his now prosperous busi- 
ness, he rapidly qualified as a capi- 
talist; and within twenty-six years 
of landing im America an almost 
penniless draper, was Governor of 
the Bank of Montreal, and was re- 
cognized as one of the soundest men 
in all Canada, Then came Cousin 
Donehd’s echeme of the railway ta 
link the two great oceans, and to tap 
the latent riches of the great North- 
West; and on this scheme Geors¢ 
Stephen embarked his money, bis 
brains and industry with such en 
mous advantage to himself that o 
ten years’ time he was a baronet nd 
a millionaire, Still the tide of bon- 
ors and wealth flowed on, and ‘he 
quondam herd-boy wore a corone! as 
Lord Mount-Stephen, first presid nt 
of the C.P.R.;and, Hke h's cousin 
lord Strathcona, will always bé 
known a@ one of the greatest phil 
anthropists among our kings of com 
merce,
